I read with interest in a recent 
Quarter Horse Magazine where 
they set out to find out why peo- 
ple in the hilly country of Mis- 
souri, where some of the racing 
quarter horses that founded the 
breed came from, no longer use 
them. It seems the answer is that 
the original quarter horses of the 
country were race horses that 
could also be used for saddle 
horses. When they tried to bring 
the breed back, however, they 
found the registered ones had no 
withers to speak of, and they 
couldn’t keep a saddle on them 
in that rough country. 

This just goes 
something is wrong somewhere, 
and that these show types are 
not the ideal using horse type. 
Of course these mutton withers 
are pretty to look at, and they 
come closer to passing inspection. 
but you do have trouble keeping 
the saddle from going over the 
head or rolling under the belly. 

Now the Race Horse Club does 
not ask its members to breed 
horses to a show standard. We 
hope they breed fast ones though, 
and all of them try to do so, if 


to show that 
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they are smart. Most of the horses 
on which the Club has issued 
quarter horse papers to date are 
animals with good withers and 
good saddle backs. 

So, if any one in Missouri wants 
the old Missouri type of racing 
and riding horse, they may con- 
tact the Race Horse Club at Ray- 
wood, Texas, and we will place 
them in touch with owners who 
have horses that can carry a sad- 
dle uphill and down, and with 
speed to catch the fastest cow or 
calf.

Do-It-Yourself Dept. 


WESTERN BOW TIES 
by Carol Lee Luff 


from Leather Craftsman, March, 1958 


Materials 

1. One strip thin leather such 
as skivers, sheer suede, etc., 4” 
long and 3/8’’ wide (for the bow). 
Use the color or colors of your 
choice. 

2. Two strips of the same color, 
2”. x 3/8.” (this is for the tails). 

3. Small piece, same width and 
about 1” long, or long enough to 
go around the bow after it has 


been folded (this is to be the 
bow-knot). 
4. Any household cement to 


hold all parts together while sew- 
ing together. 

5. Piece of thread around 6” 
long, to match the color of the 
leather you are using, and a small 
needle. 

6. A pin back 
small safety pin. 
Method 
First, apply a coat of leather 
finish according to the type of 

leather you are using. 

Next take the longest single 
piece of leather and fold into a 
loop, over-lap and glue. Skive the 
edges if necessary. 

Now wrap the bow-knot piece 
around the loop in the center of 
it and pull tight. Glue in place. 
Then sew it around the ends 
which meet in back so that it 
may not be seen in front of the 
bow when completed. 

Next take the tails and place 
them on top of the pin back, glue 
in place, then tack it onto the 
back through the small holes. If 
a safety pin is used, put the tails 
onto the back of the bow-knot 
and sew, then run the safety pin 
in the back of this, and it is all 
ready to put onto your clothes. 
Now sew the tails and pin onto 
the back of the bow, but be sure 
you don’t run the thread clear
